In response to Applicant's argument on pages 9-19 that none of the prior art references teach 
"padding an encrypted payload of the received data packet to a given size with padding, the given size corresponding to the fixed length 
segment size, and decrypting the payload of the received data packet by applying the fixed length segment of the continuous portion of the 
fixed length segment being applied to the encrypted payload, a remaining portion of the fixed length segment being applied to the padding." 
The Examiner disagrees and notes that the references of Medvinsky U.S. Patent Application 2002/0094081 and Jung U.S. Patent 
Application 2001/005207 teach padding an encryption paylad see Jung page 3, paragraph 0035. In addition both references should be 
reviewed for all they would imply. 
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
